SENATE. 


Sacramento, February 3, 1881. 
The Senate met in regular session at 10 a. m., 
President Mansfield in the chair. Roll call. Quorum 
present. 
Journal of the last m eeting read and 
approved. 
Reports of committees. Assembly bills 
read and referred. 
By Mr. West—An Act adding a new section to the 
Penal Code of the State of California, relating to con­ 
finement in the asylum for the insane of persons 
com m itting m urder while insane. 
Judiciary. 
By Mr. Wendell—To amend Section 1547 of th e 
Penal Code. 
Judiciary. 
By Mr. H ittell An am endm ent to the C onstitu­ 
tion relating to gas and water companies. Judiciary. 
Bills on the second reading file were taken up as 
follows : 
S. B. 30, to amend Section 427 of the Civil Code, 
concerning investm ents of the capital stock and 
funds of insurance companies (by Mr. Dickinson), 
was ordered engrossed. 
S. B. 191, to pay the claim of W. C. Guirey (by 
Mr. Dickinson), was withdrawn. 
S. B 218, to lessen the expenses of litigation, by 
restricting the admission of testimony and the tim e 
consumed in argum ents by counsel, to be known as 
Section 620, Code of Civil Procedure (by Mr. Kane, 
by request), was indefinitely postponed. 
S. B. 5, to establish and support a Bureau of 
Labor and Laud Statistics (by Mr. Enos), was 
taken up. 
At 11:30 a recess of fifteen m inutes was taken, in 
order th at the members m ight have an opportunity 
to become acquainted with King Kalakaua, who had 
sat for some tim e previous beside President Mans­ 
field. 
Pending discussion on S. B. 5, the Senate at 12:35 
took the usual recess. 
A f lc rn o o n S e s sio n . 
The Senato reassembled at 2 r. m., President pro 
tem. Johnston in the ch *ir. 
On motion of Mr. J ohnson, the vote by which his 
resolution, relative to the printing of the testim ony 
before the Irrigation Committee, had been lost on 
the day previous, was reconsidered. 
Mr. * J ohnson 
moved th at 
the resolution be 
adopted. 
Mr. R owell thought th at the printing of the testi­ 
mony was unnecessary, as a very complete report of 
the proceedings of tne Irrigation Committee had 
been published in the R scord-Ukiok, a lile of which 
was at the reporter’s desk in the Senate chamber, 
and which was accessiblo to any and all of the mem­ 
bers. 
Mr. J ohnson introduced the following am end­ 
m ent to the resolution, which, as it apjieared in 
the journal, differed from its original form : An-end 
the resolution by printing the testimony of Mike 
Bryte, Mark Buckner, Ed Morrison, Niles Searles, 
J. M. Doyle, Wm. H. Hall, C. D Rhoades and W. 
H. Parks. 
Lost. 
The roll was then called on the original resolution, 
which was lost by a vote of 16 ayes to 27 noes. 
Mr. K ane m oved th a t th e vote by which his reso­ 
lu tio n relativ e to a sea-w all had been lost be recon­ 
sidered. 
M r. S ears m oved to postpone th e reconsideration 
of th e resolution u n til to-m orrow , b u t subsequently 
w ithdrew his m otion. 
Mr. Kane explained the purpose of bis resolution. 
The m otion to reconsider was carried by a vote of 
19 ayes to 17 noes. 
Mr. Zuck moved th at the consideration of the 
resolution be made the special order for to morrow 
at 2 p. m. 
Mr. S atterwhitk was in favor of the adoption of 
the resolution and hoped it would be immediately 
considered. 
Mr. Zuck’s motion was lost by a vote of 36 to 2. 
Mr. D ickinson offered the following am endm ent to 
the resolution : Insert the Committee on Commerce 
and Navigation, and strike out all down to the word 
“ inquire,” in the third line of the printed bill. 
Mr. D ic k in so n stated th at if the resolution was 
adopted in its present form, he would resign the 
Chairmanship of that committee, so th at Senator 
Kane could be appointed to that position. 
Mr. Kane said that if the Committee on Com­ 
merce and Navigation was to gobble up and swal­ 
low up everything in the Senate, he would retire 
from his place in that body. 
A fter considerable d eb ate b o th th e am en d m en t 
and resolution w ere lost. 
S. B. 16, to govern the practice of medicine in the 
State of California, and defining who are legal physi­ 
cians ami surgeons (by Mr. Hudson), came up as 
the special order of the hour. 
Mr. J ohnson moved th at the vote by which the 
above bill had been indefinitely postponed be recon­ 
sidered. 
Mr. H udson hoped there would be no delay. 
If 
the bill was reconsidered he would endeavor to 
show th at it was a fair and good one, which should 
not be treated in such a summary manner. 
The motion to reconsider prevailed. 
Mr. P ardee moved th at it take its place on the 
file. 
Mr. J ohnson moved as an am endm ent th at it be 
placed at the head of the second reading file for next 
Tuesday. 
The am en d m en t was adopted. 
S. B 
1S7, to est ablish a branch State Normal 
School (by Mr. West), came up as the special order 
of the hour. 
Mr. W est m oved, in accordance w ith h is previous 
notice, th a t th e vote be reconsidered by w hich th e 
above bill had failed t«> pass. 
T he m otion prevailed b y a vote of 27 to 10. 
Mr. W est spoke in favor of his bill. 
Mr. H ill opposed it. 
Mr. Rowell advocated its passage. 
Mr. Dickinson said t'ia t in addition to the reasons 
which he had previously given for his opposition to 
the bill, he had another. 
To make appropriations 
for a portion of the State which waa eoou to secede 
from viiv. Jíaic was iu b .. opinion *»ot ¿úrisam e. 
Mr. rxussaiu 
the wicumcnt of Senator Dick­ 
inson had converted him to advocacy of the bill. He 
would vote to make the appropriation with the ob­ 
ject of keeping the State undivided. 
The bill was passed by a vote of 21 to 15. 
Bills on the third reading file coming up for con­ 
sideration : 
S. B. 61. to amend Section 634 of the Penal Code, 
relating to the violations of the law for the preserv­ 
ation of fish (by Mr. Wendell), was recommitted 
with instructions. 
S. B. 62, to amend Section 3644 of the Political 
Code, relating to the assessment of vessels (by Mr. 
Wendell), was lost. 
S. B. 109, to amend an Act entitled an Act relat­ 
ing to children, approved March 30,1878 (by Mr. 
Ilittell), was lost. 
A. C. R. 9, relative to report of Railroad Commis­ 
sioners (bj’ Mr. Paterson), was passed. 
S B. 193, to protect railroad companies in the en­ 
joym ent of their franchises (by Mr. Johnson), was 
passed. 
S. B. 128, (^provide for the deficiency in the ap­ 
propriation for postage and expre9sage in the office 
of Superintendent of Public Instruction during the 
thiity-first fiscal year (by Mr. Zuck). was passed. 
S. B. 129, to proride for the paym ent of deficien­ 
cies in the appropriation for paym ent for procuring 
and listing lands to the State by the United States 
for the tw enty-fourth and twenty-fifth fiscal years 
(by Mr. Zuck). was passed on file. 
S. B. 91. to regulate fire, m arine and inland in­ 
surance companies transacting business in this State 
(by Mr. Johnson), was ♦aken up. 
Mr. H ittell m oved th a t th e bill be indefinitely 
postponed. 
Mr. E nos asked th at the memorial which, had been 
presented to the Senate by the bankers and business 
men of San Francisco, protesting against the passage 
of the bill, be read. 
Mr. N eumann thought there was no necessity of 
reading any memorial. 
He moved that the memo­ 
rial be not read. 
He was prepared to vote against 
the bill low’, and could not be swayed by memorial. 
He was judging for himself aud supposed that every 
Senator was. 
He moved th at the bill be recommit­ 
ted to the committee with instructions. The insur­ 
ance companies at j resent organized and doing 
business in the State were very anxious to contrib­ 
ute to paying tix cs in the State. This bill had been 
introduced for the purpose of enabling them to pay 
these taxes, but they had put a little clause in the 
first part of the bill to drive out all foreign insur­ 
ance companies. He offered the am endm ent so that 
the home companies would have a chance to pay 
those taxes which they were so anxious to pay. 
Mr. S ears said th at personally he felt ven- little 
interest in the bill, but thought th at it had been 
amended by the Committee ou Corporations in such 
a way th a t both the insured and the insurance com­ 
panies would be protected. 
With one or two excep­ 
tions he knew of no insurance companies th at op- 
poeed the bill. 
For himself, the speaker would pre­ 
fer $200,000 as the amount invested in the State by 
foreign insurance companies to $300,000. He hoped, 
however, that if a m ajority of the Senators wi re op­ 
posed to the bill it would be indefinitely postponed, 
thuH bringing the m atter to a definite conclusion. 
Mr. Ge rgk was opposed to the bill. 
He did net 
like the way iu which it passed on the second read­ 
ing. 
It seemed es though on th at occasion any and 
every amendment which the committee proposed 
was passed, while those offered by any other Senator 
was voted down. 
He thought the bill did an in 
justice to the foreign companies, who were tired of 
coming up to Sacramento to beat such bills. The 
general public sentim ent was th at the bill was a 
cinch bill. 
Mr. J o hn son said th at the only reply he had to 
make to Senator George was th at the man who had 
told him it was a cinch bill was a liar, aud if he m et 
th at man he would tell him so himself. He believed 
a t the tim e he introduced the bill, and still be­ 
lieved, that it was a good one. 
But in its present 
shape he did not care much w hether it passed or 
not. 
He felt that the bill would be defeated, and 
th at many of the men who intended to vote against 
the bill were in favor of it as it originally stood, but 
opposed to it as altered by amendments. 
Mr. P ardee opposed the bill on the ground th at it 
favored the creation of an insurance monopoly by 
driving foreign companies from the State. 
He be­ 
lieved in competition in iusuiance m atters as in 
everything else. 
After much further discussion the motion to in­ 
definitely postpone was put and lost by a vote of 14 
ayes to 20 noes. 
■ M r Neumann’s motion to recommit Mas lost by a 
vote of 15 ayes to 18 noes. 
Mr. Bakf.r moved that the Senate adjourn. Lost. 
The pending bill was lost by a vote of 13 ayes to 
21 noes. 
At 5:20 P. M, the Senate adjourned.

to be the fact. If, as is stated, there are 
some swindling contracts behind the honest 
ones, surely the Courts can be trusted to 
separate them out. The bill which has 
passed the Assembly does not dictate to 
the Courts, it only gives the contractors the 
right to have their cases fairly tried. The 
presumption is that under such an ordeal 
as they seek the dishonest contracts would 
be detected aud defeated. Any other pre­ 
sumption must impeach the integrity of 
the San Francisco Courts. We cannot 
understand the heat and bitterness with 
which some San Francisco journals have 
attacked this bill, in short. It is not on 
its face a bad measure, and it does not, 
when carefully looked into, give the con­ 
! tractors any dangerous privileges, or in 
fact accord them anything more than the 
opportunity to have their demands adjudi­ 
cated. 


THE CLASSIFICATION PUZZLE. 
The new Constitution is affording the 
lawyers some lively work about this time. 
The classification and organization of towns 
and cities has already been the Bubject of 
three separate and conflicting reports from 
the Assembly Judiciary Committee, and 
whoever has read them all must perceive 
that there is a great deal to be said upon 
all the numerous sides of the question. 
Whether it is necessary to bring in separate 
bills for classification and organization and 
incorporation ; whether one general bill for 
classification will answer the purpose, 3nd 
separate bills for organization ; whether it 
is necessary to lump the three forma­ 
tions in one 
bill, 
or to separate 
them into three classes; whether these 
three classes must he general or sepa­ 
rate bills ; what the difference between 
general and special bills is ; and so forth, 
ad infinitum, are the problems which 
puzzle the legislative brain. It is further 
to be remembered that no matter what 
conclusion the Legislature reaches on the 
subject, the Supreme Court is liable to 
hold altogether different views, and con­ 
sidering the extreme uncertainty of every­ 
thing in the new Constitution, it appears 
scarcely worth while to spend much time 
over this question. Probably the first 
guess made at the meainng of the organic 
law would be quite as likely to be sup­ 
ported by the Courts as the most elaborate 
research.

It is inevitable that at such a time as 
this the public should feel anxious, and 
we regard it as the wisest course to recog­ 
nize and meet this feeling of anxiety. 
does not prove that men are fools when 
they experience doubt and apprehension 
■even when there ¡3 no just cause for it. 
Our levees are we believe thoroughly suffi­ 
cient to protect the city, but so long as we 
do not know to wbat tests they will be ex­ 
posed ; so long as the rain continues to 
fall, from the headwaters of the rivers 
down ; it is right and reasonable to keep 
on the alert, and to insist that the 
responsible authorities shall neglect no 
means of making assurance doubly sure. 
W’e are therefore glad to tind that the 
Board of Trade has held a meeting to con­ 
sider the state of our defenses, and that it 
has urged upon the Trustees the practical 
and businesslike course indicated above. 
It is no imputation upon the Trustees that 
this should be done. We are all of us in 
the same category here, and we all have an 
equal right to demand the most thorough­ 
going vigilance at such a time. The Board 
of Trade has communicated to the Trustees 
its readiness to furnish whatever assistance 
may be required for further securing 
the levees. 
There is no room for 
doubting their sufficiency, but prevention 
is always better than cure. The most im­ 
portant step taken by the Board of Trade 
in its meeting yesterday, was the adoption 
of a resolution in favor of a complete sys­ 
tem of ievees, to be gradually constructed 
by an annual tax.

the community. The thing to do, we have 
always contended, ¡3 to get the best engin­ 
eers in the State to draft a complete levee 
system, sufficiently comprehensive to 
allow for expansion, and also to remove all 
danger from back water or surface drainage. 
The plans having been perfected, adopt 
them, and at once begin to carry them out. 
No heavy taxation would be required for 
this. Twenty or thirty thousand dollars a 
year will in a few years give us an absolutely 
impregnable system of levees, and in doing 
so add ten millions dollars to the value of 
property within the city limits. It is the 
common sense, the business course to 
pursue, but it has been hitherto neglected, 
because when the danger is over most peo­ 
ple forget that it ever existed. Now that 
the Board of Trade has adopted this propo­ 
sition, however, we have hope that it will 
become a reality. It is the only way by 
which the powerful sentimental drawbacks 
against which Sacramento has hitherto 
struggled, can be removed, but it is an 
effective and final method.

The business men of Auburn are putting 
up street lamps. 
The amount received for the support of 
the Children’s Home at Salem, Or., during 
the past year was 8*2,992 79. 
The channel of Jackson creek has 
changed in Jacksonville, Or., so that the 
bridges are now left high and dry. 
The Clarence King party, now at work 
on the Comstock, expect to complete their 
labors in about two months more. 
The North Santiam’s banks in Oregon 
are said to be lined in places with dead 
fish, dashed to death by the swift waters. 
J. O. Swift, of Utah, will build a large 
sawmill at Wood River, Idaho, with a 
capacity of 15,000 feet per day, early next 
spring. 
Captain Jack Crawford the “ poet 
scout,” is prospecting with a company of 
fifty men in the Black Range mountains, 
New Mexico. 
Castor oil is used in the Sutro tunnel as 
a lubricator. It cost the Tunnel Company 
8900 per month for this item alone when 
the north header was running. 
The Anaheim Gaie.ttc reports a rumor 
that Don Juan Foster has sold the Santa 
Margarita Rancho, with the exception of 
3,000 acres, to the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road. 
The Bodie Free Press says that one 
breeze, during the last month, picked up a 
plank sixteen feet long, twelve inches 
wide and two inches thick, aud tossed it 
seventy feet. 
Eighty miles south of Winnemacca, 
Nev., in what is known as Bolivia District, 
copper and iron ores abound, but they are 
worthless now, and wili remain so until a 
railroad Í3 built through that section.

The two Hall Brothers, New Mexico 
cattle kings, have disposed of their ranch 
and stock in Colfax county for the im­ 
mense sum of 8400,000. About a year ago 
one of tiie brothers, of whom there were 
then three in partnership, sold out to the 
other two his interest, receiving 8100,000 
and 0,000 head of cattle.

RAREY'S GIFT. 
A peculiar method is requisite to make a 
horse lie down, more particularly if you 
are a stranger to him. Having accustomed 
the horse to your presence, having fed him 
from your hand, aud stroked and caressed 
and “ gentled ” him, he will look upon you 
as a friend, and be ready to obey you. A 
series of little taps upon one foreleg, and 
he is down upon one knee ; the other knee 
is made to follow. In this position the 
horse will submit to be gently rolled over 
on to his side, almost as though in a trance. 
Let eacli act be gentle and he is content. 
Once the horse is down he becomes your 
slave, and this first victory may be best con­ 
firmed and subsequent lessons rendered less 
troublesome, by feeding him with some 
choice morsel while he is down ; or if he 
will not eat in that position, directly he 
arises. 
Do not let your victory have in it 
any sting of defeat for him. The nearer 
that the trainer approaches to the spirit 
thus indicated, the more successful he will 
be ; and if he wanders too far from it, he 
will achieve no success at all. Some years 
ago General Airey, in the course of a con­ 
versation with the writer, most fully in­ 
dorsed the above views as to the 
great power of mingled firmness ami 
kindness. 
But firmness and kind­ 
ness alone, without a knowledge of 
horses’ temperaments, without great 
tact and insight into their individual 
characters, will be of little if any service 
with extremely stubborn and fractious 
animals. A proof of this was given by 
Rarey before General Airey’s own eyes. 
These two gentlemen happened to meet at 
Mason’s livery stables, and a discussion 
was raised respecting the powers of the 
American tamer. The General did not be­ 
lieve that Rarey was gifted with any spe­ 
cial power ; he was of opinion that if a 
horse was beyond the influence of firmness 
and kindness, he was beyond our influence 
altogether. There was in Mason’s stables 
an utterly intractable steed, well known to 
General Airey, which had never yet been 
harnessed; or, if harnessed, had resisted 
all efforts to drive him. He was an ir­ 
reconcilable. The General said that if 
Rarey had any special power he would be 
able to bring it to bear upon this horse. 
Rarey at once undertook that he would, 
unaided, harness the horse, hitch him to a 
brake, and drive him up and down Picca­ 
dilly. The challenge was accepted, the 
General frankly reiterating his full con­ 
viction that neither Rarey nor any one else 
could do it. But in an incredible short 
time Rarey emerged from the stable with 
the horse harnessed as he had promised, 
and drove him as quietly as a lamb up and 
down Piccadilly. 
A N eg ro IVho is T u rn in g W h ite .— 
Professor George Henry Fox, in a lecture 
on skin diseases at the College of Physi­ 
cians and Surgeons, at Fonrth avenue and 
Twenty-fourth street, New York, ex­ 
hibited as an illustration the curiosity that 
is shown at Bunnell’s Museum in Broad­ 
way as the “ leopard boy.” After the pro­ 
fessor had explained that the color of dif­ 
ferent races depended on the amount of 
pigment contained in the skin, the boy, a 
young negro about 7 years old, was led 
in. He was scantily dressed. His body 
IB mottled with patches of white skin. 
Professor Fox said that the spots had en­ 
larged considerably since his first examina­ 
tion of the boy three years ago, and it was 
safe to predict that the process would goon 
until the transformation would be com­ 
plete. The lad in response to questions 
said that he wa3 black at birth, and the 
white spots began to appear when he was 
3 years old. He suffered no pain.—[N. Y.

Less ex­ 
posures than this have in constitutions not 
so vigorous resulted in inflammation of the 
lungs—“ pneumonia”—ending in death in 
less than a week, or causing tedious rhuma- 
tisms, to be a source of torture for a life­ 
time. Multitudes of lives would be saved 
every year, and an incalculable amount of 
human suffering would be prevented, if 
parents would explain to their children at 
the age of three or four years the danger 
which attends cooling off too quickly after 
exercise, and the importance of not stand­ 
ing still after exercise, or work, or play, or 
remaining exposed to the wind, or of sit­ 
ting at an open window or door, or of pull­ 
ing off any garment, even the hat or bon­ 
net, while in heat.

More Eeavy Rains — The High Waters 
Continue, and More Coming. 


“ I t never rains but it pours ” was never 
m ore appl: \ble than at this tim e and the 
present situation. 
W hen the waters in the 
river had reached and passed the highest 
previous flood line, and had commenced to 
again recede, without damage or serious in- 
convenieL ■ t 1 the residents of Sacramento, 
there was very naturally a spirit of satisfac­ 
tion prevailing th at the higher flood line had 
been reached, in safety. 
Day before yester­ 
day the river again rose to a still higher point, 
and receded so that yesterday morning it stood 
at25 feet and 11 inches. Since th at time, how­ 
ever, it ha 
rained almost incessautly, and 
much of tiie time not only rained, but water 
has fallen a in cst in solid sheets, making the 
streets all a ' >r.t, and the conductors from the 
eaves of building being insufficient to carry 
down the t -.nts that came from the roofs. 
T 1 le rain wdiieh fell yesterday and last night 
would of it . ’f cause high water w ithout pre­ 
vious full bi: ks of tie river, and will now, it 
. - 
ve to give a higher flood- 
line upon '.he K street gauge than has yet 
been reached, unless the numerous breaks in 
the levees on the opposite side of theriv eran d 
at other ; ints above and below the city shall 
have the effect to tem porarily prevent it. 
THE CITY DEFENSES

There is no appearance of the levees 
being any less secure or firm.

Considerable surface water 
accumulated in the eastern part of the city, 
and efforts were being made to drain it off to 
the south. 
This wilt be rendered more diffi­ 
cult if the B um s’ slough outlet has to be 
closed, as it will then have to find its way to 
the basin at Sixth anil Y streets, where the 
pumps are located. 
BELOW THE CITY. 
There i 
but little change in the condition 
of affairs t i l"»-the city. 
The breaks at Me- 
sick’s ran-h i ave been canvassed at the sides, 
and the rperings do not enlame.

The 
only danger, he says, is from gopher-holes, 
an a less of these are now developing than a 
few days ago.

AN ALMOST FATAL ACCIDENT

.latr-.ot- Terrill, endeavored to pass in a boat 
over the water running through the break, 
when the t urent carried them against a tree, 
which at once broke in one side of the boat 
and capsized it, throwing them into the cur­ 
rent, which was running at a wild rate of 
sp ud, and which was about waist deep. For­ 
tunately the boat lodged agaiust the tree and 
they clung to the boat and tree. 
F or some 
tim e no method C'-uld be devised to rescue 
them , as the current was so strong no boat 
could rcaui them in safety, and they could 
not stand against the current to w alkout. 
Finally F rack Slack took two horses, and 
riding mo, le i '.be other into the water about 
a quarter of a mile below, and walked thence 
up stream so as to get the horses used to the 
w ater iiefore 1 aching the strong current. In 
thi3 way, after a time, he managed to reach 
the place where the men were imprisoned 
by the waters, and took one of them off on 
the horse in safety, and then returned and 
got the other.

PUBLIC MEETING OF TAXPAYERS AND LEADING 
CITIZENS. 
The Board of Trade of the city of Sacra­ 


mento, through its President and Secretary, 
called a meeting of the Board yesterday 
afternoon and invited all citizens interested 
in the subject to attend and consider the 
question in relation to the present condition 
of the levees of the city and the subject of 
drainage. 
A lbert Gallatin, President of the 
Board, called the meeting to order, and the 
following resolutions were introduced : 
Resolved, That while we regard the levees of Sac­ 
ramento as perfectly sienre against any fiood-water 
likely to come, if properly cared for and protected, 
still it is the sense of this meeting that it is both 
jroiitic and necessary to enter at once upon the for­ 
mation of plans for such enlargement and improve­ 
ment of the levee defenses as a ill place the city be­ 
yond all possible danger from overflow and beyond 
all question of doubt as to such possibility; that 
for this purpose the Board of City Trustees be re­ 
quested to levy a tax annually, in any sum not less 
than 10 cents 011 each $100 of assessable prop­ 
er»' in the cit}-, and that the sum so raised be de­ 
voted to an annual expenditure for the ultimate 
completion of the improvements and extended sys­ 
tem of ievee defenses herein suggested. 
Resolved, That the subject of drainage, as relates 
to the surface water precipitated inside the levees 
by rain, is inseparably associated ill importance with 
the subject of levee defenses, and that the Board of 
Trustees are hereby requested to levy such sums of 
money as may be necessary to the perfect ¿ rainage 
of the city, and to the protection of all property 
within the city limits from damage by reason of the 
accumulation of such drainage water. 
The resolutions were discussed and 
UNANIMOUSLY CONOUBBED IN, 
The m eeting manifesting a strong determina­ 
tion to perfect a system of levees which would 
remove all possible apprehension from the 
minds of residents and non-residents, and 
place the city in as fair light before the 
world as if her city was located on land so 
high as to remove all doubt of her safety 
from flood. 
The meeting appointed the Directors of the 
Board of Trade as a special committee to 
wait upon the Trustees and present the fore­ 
going resolutions. 
The 4ue-lion of necessity of immediate ac­ 
tion was then taken up and discussed. 
I t 
was conceded th a t notwithstanding the pre­ 
vailing flood, and th at the danger from over­ 
flow or breakage of the levees is not imm i­ 
nent, still, as a necessary precaution against 
the contingency of possible future danger 
during storms yet to occur this winter, a 
Committee of Safety, to act in conjunction 
with the Trustees on the present occasion and 
during the remainder of the season, was ap­ 
pointed, consisting of John T. Carey, Daniel 
Flint, J . H . Carroll, John McNeill. E . K. 
Alsip and Edw ard Cadwalader. 
The com­ 
mittee wan instructed to enter upon its duty 
in aid of the Board of Trustees last night. 
A fter further suggestions and instructions 
to the committee the meeting adjourned. 
A MEETING OF THE COMMITTEE 
W as held at the office of John T. Carey at 
7:30 in the evening, in company w ith M ayor 
Turner and Trustee Davis. 
The entire situ­ 
ation was discussed. 
The Trustees reported 
th at in their opinion the" levee3 were entirely 
safe ; th at all necessary precautions had been 
tak en : that five patrolmen were on the north 
levte and five on the F ront s tre e t; th at they 
had sacks in plenty for use in case of neces­ 
sity, but they were not filled, nor had they 
been taken to the north leveo. 
The only troublesome point concerning 
which the Trustees felt any apprehension is 
opposite the Hooker place, where the sipage 
and softening of the ground indicates quick­ 
sand. 
The Trustees announced themselves 
ready to do anything deemed absolutely' nec­ 
essary by the citizens, but thought they had 
already taken sufficient precautions. 
M r 
Davis, however, positively refused to do any­ 
thing officially on the levee below Y street, a3 
it is outside the city limits, and because th at 
district last spring abruptly refused proffered 
aid from his department. The feeling was th at 
the section of levee below Y street should be 
closely watched and repaired where necessary. 
The Trustees further stated th at the railroad 
company had four car loads of filled sacks 
ready for use, and the Trustees had sufficient 
sacks filled at the Y -street levee for use at 
B um s’ Slough. The opinion was general th at 
it would be advisable to have sacks filled and 
in position at various parts upon the north 
levee, and th at it was desirable to 
LABGELY INCREASE THE PATBOL 
On this line and on Y street. 
I t was finally 
concluded to adjourn until half-past 9 o’clock 
this morning, to meet a t the same place. 
A t 
this morning’s meeting a full report of the 
condition 1 f the levees will be laid before the 
meeting. 
As the meeting was about to adjourn, 
a 
messenger 
came 
iu 
and 
reported 
th at there 
was a soft 
place 
on the 
Front-street 
levee 
near 
the 
gas-work», 
and that- sacks were needed. 
M ayor Turner 
and members, of the committee immediately 
went to the place and found that some cattle 
were unloaded there from a steamer, and had 
mired in a small spot on the side of the levee, 
above which were four feet of rip-rap work, 
and th at there was no cause for alarm. 
The 
spot was sacked to make it firm. 
The mem­ 
bers of the committee, accompanied fay a rep­ 
resentative of the K ecord-U nion, made a 
trip along F ront street and as far out on the 
north levee as Twelfth street. 
The water 
was found to be well up on F ront street, but 
would easily stand a t the lowest point a foot 
more. 
A t the K street gauge at 10:30 the 
water registered 26 feet and 2 inches, being 
then

A t Seventh street the back-water of the 
American was exactly 41 inches below the 
crown of the levee, and was slack. 
From 
there to Twelfth street the levee gradually 
rose higher above the water, and at the lat­ 
ter point the crest was 5 feet 9 inches below 
the crown of the levee. 
There was a slack 
current of water over the planks cf the 
Twelfth-street bridge, and which was rising. 
A t this point the committee m et officer 
Rider, who had walked the levee from 
Eighteenth street, and reported alt well. 
The condition of the outer slope of the 
levee, as far as the committee went, showed 
it to be rough and gullied, and th at in the 
whole stretch there is comparatively little of 
the face which is smooth or so sloping as to 
entirely resist a wash in case a strong north 
wind blows with high water. 
I t is a strong, 
broad levee, but its outer slope is not calcu­ 
lated to receive wave force w ithout damage.

A t 10 o’clock last night the sky suddenly 
cleared and the stars aud moon came out 
bright and the wind shifted to the west. 
A t 
1 o’clock this morning it darkened around 
the entire horizoD, and the only stars remain­ 
ing to be seen were directly overhead, and the 
indications pointed to more rain. 
THE CONDITION OF THE RAILROADS 
Is not a t all improved since last report, and 
greater damages are found to have occurred 
at many points than was a t first supposed. 
I t is believed th at the track is not only sub­ 
merged for a distance of some four miles be­ 
tween here and Davis, but that considerable 
of the track and embankm ent is also gone. 
This cannot be definitely ascertained, how­ 
ever, until the water is several feet iower. 
Meantime the damages are extending by the 
action of the strong current from the breaks 
above, which send down a terrific volume of 
water directly across this line of road. 
The railroad company yesterday leased to

W h a t t i i e S t a t f . O w e s t h e P e o p l e . — 
Supervision over the health of the entire 
people—peaceably if it can be done, forci­ 
bly if necessary. 
W here the Federal Gov­ 
ernment has authority, as upon the sea, 
lakes, rivers, ch-er forts and arsenals, over 
the army and navy, in the legislation for 
commerce, international and internal, espe­ 
cially in regard to infected vessels, over 
animals exported and imported, this au­ 
thority belongs to Congress.

LEGISLATIVE STEPS. 
W hat the Legislature is Doing—Analysis of 
Bills Introduced. 
AMENDING THE CODES. 
The following bills amend the Codes on the sub­ 
jects indicated.

A. B. 189—Section 487 of the Penal Coue. As to 
definition of grand larceny.

Permits husband, 
father or brother to kill for criminal intercourse of 
one not authorized with wife, daughter or sister, 
where the woman is of good repute, lyid detection 
occurs in the act; also, for like cause, without that 
proviso, provided the burden of proof of sed action 
is on the defendant. 
A. B. 313—Section 217 of the Penal Code. Assault 
to murder punished by one to ten years in the State 
Prison. 
A. B. 31S—Sections 1989, 1991, 1993 and 1994 of 
the Code of Civil Procedure, relating to attendance 
of witnesses, etc. 
A. B. 32—Section 3364 of the Political Code, as to 
issuance of licenses. 
ADOPTING CHILDREN. 
A. B. 173 (by Mr. Kellogg)—Amends Section 226, 
Civil Code, requiring wntten consent of persons 
whose consent is necessary* to adoption of a child, 
and where they do not appear in person ; written 
consent must also be made of those who do appear, 
and an agreement signed that the adopted child 
shall bo treated as an own child. 
SCHOOL STUDIES. 
A B. 322 (by Mr. Paulk)—Amends Section 1665 of 
the Political Code. In primary and grammar schools 
instruction must be given, in the several grades in 
winch required, in reading, writing, orthography, 
arithmetic, geography, grammar, history of the 
United States, elements of physiology, elements of 
natural philosophy and elements of bookkeeping 
PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO CONSTITUTION. 
S. B. 277 (by Mr. Langford)—For a State Board of 
Equalization ; one member from each Congressional 
District, to sen e four years. When districts even 
Dumber, Controller a member. To meet at the 
capital; add unassessed property, and increase or 
lower total assessment in counties, either whole 
book, city lota, other realty, improvements, per­ 
sonalty except money, personalty that may be class­ 
ified, and single assessments, on complaint made 
that same is not true value after County Board has 
passed upon, etc. Each Board of Supervisors may 
add to, increase or lower so as to equalize, etc.

Only one book to be used by any pupil 
in studying, being instructed or receiving instruc­ 
tions in any one of the studies enumerated, except 
reading and spelling, and for these two books for 
two studies ana not two for each, one being for older 
and one for younger pupils. No volume to contain 
several books or parts to evade the Act. 
RAN FRANCISCO. 
A. B. 316 (by Mr. Lewis)—To amend an Act to re­ 
peal the several charters of San Francisco, to estab­ 
lish the boundaries of the city and to consolidate 
the government thereof, approved April, 1856. It 
treats wholly of the police department of that city.

C. Harrison against the State. 
GAS. 
A. B. 329 (by Mr. Howard) - To regulate price and 
quality of gas sold by gas companies two dollars per 
1,000 feet; 17 candle power at one mile from 
works; free of deleterious matter; State Inspector 
to enforce the law. Penalty, etc., 8500. No free 
gas and no rent for meters. 
AMENDMENT TO CONSTITUTION. 
A. B. 313 (by Mr. Wentz)—Amends Section 1, Ar­ 
ticle 2, to read so that Legislature may confer suf­ 
frage on females for educational purposes, and also 
that no Chinaman, idiot, insane person, or one con­ 
victed of any infamous crime or embezzlement, or 
of misappropriation of public funds, shall vote. 
REGULATING THE TELEGRAPH. 
A. B. 335 (by Mr. Reddick)—Telegraph charges to 
be for 25 miles or less, 10 cents f<*r 10 words or 
less, and one cent for each additional; 25 to 50 
miles, 20 and 1; 50 to 100 miles, 25 aud 2; 100 to 
200 miles, 40 and 3 ; 200 to 500 miles, 60 and 4 ; 
over 500 and within United States, 81 for 10 word3 
and 5 cents for each additional word. Telegraph 
money transfers £ of 1 per cent, added to rate for 
telegram. Night messages half of above, but none 
to be less than 10 cents. 
ALIENS—CORPORATIONS. 
A. B. 33S (by Mr. McCallion)—NoJ corperation to 
employ aliens as agents or laborers. 
DIVISION FENCES. 
A. B. S40 (bv Mr. Van Fleet)—When two or more 
own lands adjoining, and it becomes necessary for 
the protection of oue party that a partition fence be 
made, the other or others, when notified in writing, 
shall proceed to erect one half on the division line 
After sixty days notice, in writing, if either party 
shall i>ersist in refusing to erect one half of said 
fe ce, the party giving such notice may proceed to 
erect the entire fenee, and collect by law one-halt of 
the cost from the other party, said cost to constitute 
a lien upon the land, etc. 
SWAMP AND OVERFLOWED LANDS—-DITCHES 
AND DRAINS. 
S. B. 257 (by Mr. Johnston)—When two land­ 
owners petition Supervisors for a drain, etc., and set 
out its course and cost, and shall give bonds for costs, 
the Supervisors shall within thirty days set time 
and place and give notice for hearing, and direct 
State Engineer to survey the line, taking notes of 
the descent of the land, and report the descent, if 
anv, between the head and outlet of said ditch, to­ 
gether with a list of the intermediate grades, and 
the lands or interests to be affected thereby, and 
such other information as may come under ..is no­ 
tice on the subject.

lected as are other taxes ; all ditches and drains to 
be in charge of the District Road Overseer ; owners 
of lands to keep the drains in repair, else the Super­ 
visors shall do it and the cost be a tax on the land; 
obstructing the drain to be a crime, £200 fine cr 
30 days a maximum, or both ; fines collected to go 
to district road fund where the encroachment or ob­ 
struction occurred ; this Act not to be construed so 
as to |>ermit waters to be carried out of their natural 
course to augment other streams or drains, to the 
damage of the residents along their banks; when 
the Supervisors cannot for a reasonable price pro­ 
cure the right of way, or procure the consent of all 
parties interested, to join or connect with any exist­ 
ing ditches or outlets, the President of the Board 
may proceed to condemn the same under the law, 
etc., at expense of the f arties petitioning. 
LAND MONOPOLY. 
A. B. 30S (by Mr. Baker of Sacramento)—After 
March 1, 18*2, all land subject to taxation 
to be classified,^assessed and taxed. When 640 acres 
of land, or a less amount, owned by and subject to 
taxation, to one person, corporation or company, 
the land to be assessed a d taxed to such person, 
etc., at its cash value. Where more than 
640 acres of land, and 
less than 1280 
acres, are subject to luxation, etc., such person, 
corporation, etc., shall be assessed and taxed for 
such excess over 640 acres ten per cent, additional 
thereto. Where 1280 acres, and less than 1920, in 
addition to former tax, such person, etc., shall be 
assessed and taxed for such excess fifteen per cent, 
additional. Where 1920 acres, or any amount of 
laud in excess thereof, are subject to taxation, etc., 
in addition to the taxation provided, Die person, 
etc., shall be assessed and taxed for such excess over 
1920 acres, twenty per cent, additional to the 
a isessed cash value. 
NEW COUNTY. 
A. B. 289 (by Mr. Crank)—Creates the county of 
Orange aud provides for its organization. Bounda­ 
ries : “ Beginning at a point in the Pacific Ocean 
three miles southwest of the center of the mouth of 
the New San Gabriel river, proceeding up said river 
in a northeasterly direction to its point of divergence 
from Old San Gabriel river; thence in an easterly 
direction along the ridge of the Puente Range until 
it intercepts the boundary line between San Ber­ 
nardino and Los Angeles counties; thence along 
said boundary line southeasterly until it intersects 
the boundary line of San Diego couuty; thence 
along said boundary line southeasterly until it 
reaches the Pacific coast; thence in the same direc­ 
tion to a point three miles in said Pacific ocean ; 
thence in a northwesterly line parallel to said coast to 
the point of beginning.” 
MECHANICS’ LIENS. 
A. B. 295 (by Mr. G’Connor>—Any person or firm, 
mechanic, material man, artisan, or laborer, who 
may bestow labor, or furnish material, fixtures, or 
tools to erect any house, improvement, or to repair 
any building or improvement whatever, to have a 
lien on such house, etc , and also on the lot or lots, 
or land, necessarily connected therewith, or on the 
leasehold interest, to secure payment for labor 
done, etc. To fix and secure the lien the person to 
have the right at any time within 
after the 
debt becomes due, to file his contract, if in writing, 
with the Recorder, to be recorded by the Recorder. 
If the contract, order, or agreement be oral, a 
duplicate copy of the bill of items shall be made, 
under oath, one to the Recorder and the other to 
the debtor. Both the contracts and accounts, when 
filed and recorded, shall be accompanied by a de­ 
scription of the lands, lots, hduses and improve­ 
ments, etc. When such contract or account is filed 
and recorded, it shall be deemed sufficient diligence 
to 9eeure the lien herein provided. Fee for filing, 
50 cents. The lien to extend to the land desig­ 
nated, and the person enforcing the same may have 
the lot or lots and improvements sold together, or 
he may have the improvements separately sold.
